Cites History To Show Where the United 
States Did Not Intervene in Squab- 
bles Coming Under the Doctrine. 


Albany, N. ¥., April 21.--Senator Hill was 
interviewed today upon the subject of the 
Monroe doeetrine. The senator was asked, 
among other things, whether experts in 
public law think the Monroe doctrine has 
given to the United States a special right, 
not given by the seneral law, to intervene 
between Great Britain and Venezuela in 
the pending boundary dispute, or assume 
a protectorate over Spanish-America? He 
answered that he had never though” so. 

“But does not the Monroe doctrine,”’ was 
inquired, ‘“‘iieclare that the United States 
cannot permit any Spanish-American re- 
pubiic on this continent to be oppressed, 
or its destiny controlled by a European 
State?’ 

“That would not have referred,” he said, 
“to a legitimate dispute, such as we or 
any other government might have tomor- 
row with a Spanish-American state. It 
protested against using such a controversy 
With an intention to increase European po- 
litical dominion on this hemisphere, or 
control the destiny of an American state, 
or transfer a colony like Cuba to a new 
Luropean owner, but did not change what 
was then the law of nations. The estab- 
lishment a year or two before 1823 of more 
than a dozen independent states at the 
south of us, naturally forced the United 
States into new lines of thought and ac- 
tion. John Quincy Adams, our then min- 
ister of foreign affairs, had the eyes to 
diseern it. Entangling alliances on this 
side as weil as on the other side of the 
oce a were to be avoided so far as could 
be. We had to maintain impartial neutral- 
fty im the affairs of the new and inde- 
pemdent Spanish-American states und 
suppress, as we should today, piratical 
expeditions from our shores against any of 
them or any remaining European colony. 
The Monroe doctrine has exerted a power- 
ful influence at home and abroad in re- 
gard to Cuba, Yucatan, Nicaragua and its 
tribes of Niosquito Indians, a Napoleonic 
dynasty and dominion over all the regions 
of projected interoceanic canais.” 

Was Not a National Pledge. 

“But was not the Monroe declaration to 
congress a natioffal pledge, a guarantee of 
our intervention, forcible if need be, in 
behalf of each Spanish-American republic 
whenever in our opinion oppressed by a 
European state?’ was asked. 

“I think not.’ he replied. “‘Not other- 
wise certainly, than if Chile shall oppress 
Peru or Mexico shall be unreasonable in 
dealing with Guatemala. Congress has 
never affirmed the Monroe doctrine. In 
1868 President Johnson projected a treaty 
with Colon:bia, which was signed, embody- 
fug the Monroe doctrine, but neither the 
Colombian ser.ate nor our own senate rati- 
fied it. You remember that when two 
years after President Monroe made his 
declaration, a congress was convened by 
Bolivia at Panama for the consideration 
and discussion of an American alliance to 
enforce the declaration, there was substan- 
tial concurrence of opinion between Presi- 
dent John Quincy Adams,who had formulat- 
ed the Monroe doctrine, and the members 
of the senate and house, especially the 
democrats, including Senator VanBuren, 
of New York, participating in a long de- 
bate; that the declaration did not pledge 
tue United States to forever thereafter pre- 
vent a European power from interfering 
with the independence or form of govern- 
ment of 2 Central American state.’ 

“So you think that President Monroe has 
the reputation of having given his name to 
a rule of conduct by the United States for 
which neither he nor Mr. Adams con- 
tend«d”’ 

Its Moral Influence Is Great. 

“Precisely that,” the senator answered. 
“The doctrine cannot be formulated in a 
treaty, or a statute, but yet its moral influ- 
ence has beem is, and ought to be very 
great. Discriminations should, however, be 
made between legitimate disputes and ille- 
gitimate purposes behind the disputes, such 
as imposing by force European political 
control over the destiny of a reluctant in- 
eS ee Spanish-American State.

Evans Will Continue To 

Seize Liquor. 

Celumbia, S. C., April 21.—There is con- 
siderable of a stir in this state today, oc- 
casioned by the announcement that Dr, 
Sampson Pope and J. I. J. Caldwell, ap- 
pearing’ before Judge Goff, of the United 
Stetes circuit ccurt at Clarksburg, W. Va., 
had secured a temporary injunction in the 
case vf Dunkar vs, the state board of con- 
trcl, sgnd Fk. M. Mixon, commissioner, 
which, if made permanent, practically de- 
stroys the effect of the dispensary law. The 
important portion cf the order is that the 
dctendants—th» dispersary authorities— 
their agents, officers and employes, and the 
sheriffs and police officers of the state of 
South Carolina, or of any municipality 
therein, be enjoined and restrained until 
the further order of this court from inter- 
fering in any manner whatsoever with the 
commerce between the states, and to that 
end, they are hereby restrained from inter- 
fering with the agents or employes of the 
common carriers in said state in any man- 
her whatsoever whilst transporting, hola- 
ing or delivering articles of commerce 
brought by said common carriers into the 
State; or interfering tn any manner what- 
soever with articles of commerce so brought 
into the state, whilst in the hands of the 
consignees thereof, 

The rule to show cause is made returna- 
ble before Judge Goff here om May 2d. On 
the face of the temporary ord*r of injunc- 
tion any one can order liquor shipped here 
to him, and it cannot be interfered with by 
any one, even after it is delivered, till May 
2d. Those who do this will, of course, run 
the risk of subsequent prosecution, if the 
injunction is not made permanent. Every- 
body is discussing the situation. , 

Governor Evans, the chairman of the 
state board of control, gave the following 
Statement tonight, which .nakes the situa- 
tion doubly interesting: 

“All the quirks and gamins have tried 
their hands on the dispensary, and now the 
little snappers have taken charge of it 
and are attempting to attack it. There is 
oniy one point in the case, and that is: 
When does liquor arrive in the state? The 
matter has already been before Judge Sim- 
onton and they have got his opinion—and I 
suppose this is an effort to ‘fix’ the other 
member of the United States court of ap- 
peals, Judge Goff’s injunction will not be 
regarded by me in any sense of the word. 
it makes no difference what papers he 
serves, we will continue to seize every gal- 
lon of whisky that arrives within this 
state, and I construe the word ‘arrive’ to 
mean when it gets within the borders of the 
state, and will continue to construe it so till 
the United States supreme court holds oth- 
erwise, If necessary, an extra force of con- 
stables will be employed to take charge of

by Judge Goff’s action. Any liquor brought 
into this state in violation of the dispensa- 
ry law by Judge Goff, Sampson Pope or 
Fitz Caldwell will. be as promptly seized 
and confiscated as if it were brought in by 
Jim Dunbar.” 


GERMAN GOLDBUGS AT WORK. 


Meetings To Protest Against Any 
Change in the Monetary System. 
Washington, April 21.—Alfred C. John- 

son, United States consul at Stuttgart, 

Germany, reports to the state department 

that German sentiment appears to be op- 

posed to any change in the existing gold 
standard. He says: 

“Within the past few days meetings have 
been neld in Stuttgart, Ulm, Calio, Heiden- 
heim, Heilbroun, Reutlinger and in nearly 
all the large towns in the kingdom of 
Wurtemberg to protest against any 
change in the present monetary system of 
the empire. Addresses have been sent to 
the Wurtemberg minister of state with 
the prayer that the Wurtemberg ministry 
will, in conjunction with the other German 
states, do everything possible to prevent 
any action that would shake the firm foun- 
dation of the monetary system which has 
for over twenty years proved its estima- 
ble value and that no concessions whatever 
shall be made that could possibly be used 
to endanger that system.” 

W. C. Glenn in Washington. 

W. C. Gienn, of Atlanta, attorney for 
John M. Quarles and David Butler, convict- 
ed under the United States courts of con- 
spiracy and murder, arrived. here today, 
and tomorrow will appear before the su- 
preme court in behalf of his clients to ap- 
ply for a writ of habeas corpus. The point 
he will present will be that the United 
States court had no jurisdiction over the 
case, and that the case was one in which 
the state court should have had exclusive 
jurisdi@tion. Mr. Glenn is very sanguine 
that the writ will be granted.

* Chicago, April 21.—(Special.)—The pur- 
chase by H. H. Kohlsaat of a three-quart- 
er interest in The Times-Herald, giving 
him supreme control of that paper and The 
Evening Post; means much more to. Chica- 
go journalism, and, perhaps, to national 
politics, than might appear on the surface. 

The details of the transfer were wired 
from Chicago last night, and with them 
went Mr. Kohlsaat’s announcement of his 
plans and purposes. He talked ‘indepent- 
ism; he declared his platform to include 
both protection and the gold standard— 
which means in reality straightout repub- 
licanism. lt could mean nothing elise, for 
Mr. Kohtsaat is the strongest kind of a re- 
publican, and he is not the man to attempt 
to hide his beliets. It may be necessary 
in order to hold The Times-Herald’s cli- 
entele to talk of independentism, but there 
will be nothing of the independent order 
in the editorial policy of the paper. 

A Great Thing for Bill. 

In short, Mr. Kohlsaat’s platform means 
McKinleyism; and his purchase of this 
powerful newspaper means a very great 
deal to the governor of VUhio. 

The friendship between .McKinley and 
Kohlsaat is on the Damon and Pythias or- 
der. The Chicagoan is much younger than 
the governor, but for years their relations 
have been the closest possible. It will be 
recalled that when Governor McKinley got 
into unfortunate business straits as a re- 
sult in a too enthusiastic belief in the effi- 
cacy of his tariff on tin plate, it was Kohl- 
Saat who took upon himself the burden. 
of straightening out the tangle. It was he 
who, approaching mutual friends in a way 
that the governor ot Ohio could not possibly 
have approached them, secured the neces- 
sary aid and closed up the indebtedness. 
How much of the financial burden Nohl- 
saat bore himself, nobody will ever anow; 
but there is no doubt that it was a very 
considerable amount. 

On McKinley’s reeent southern trip, the 
Chicagoan was along, and, with Mark Han- 
na, handled the southern politicians who 
went to inquire after McKinley’s health. 
In fact, nobody is closer to the Ohioan than 
is the new proprietor of The Times-Herald. 

No Demeoecrntic Paper There. 

So the Times-Herald can be regarded as 
the McKinley organ proper of the west. 

The change of front is a complete flop, 
and it is interesting particularly from the 
fact that it leaves Chicago without a sine 
gle democratic paper of any note. 

The Times had for years been the un- 
comrpromisingly democratic sheet of the 
town. The Herald gained its prosperity 
through its more liberal democracy. It of- 
ten took neutral grounds in local affairs, 
but was always democratic on national is- 
sues. The combination of the two left one 
very strong democratic paper, and it had 
the support of all factions. 

And now that has gone over to the enemy! 

The Record has democratic bearings, but 
it is never what the boys call ‘‘democratic 
to hurt.’ In fact it is not at all in touch 
with the democratic organization. The 
other dailies of any note are strongly re- 
pulican. The Inter Ocean practically occu- 
pies the same platform as The Tribune and 
The Times-Herald. 

Something of Kohlsaat,. 

It is hardly possible that the field will 
long be unoccupied. In fact, it is already 
talked here that. Joseph Pulitzer may put 
in a paper here. 

Hermann H. Kohlsaat is a typical Chi- 
cagoan, and no man nere is more popular. 
He is a hustler from somewhere very near 
the center of Hustlerville. He came from 
Galena and made a fortune in the bakery 
business by making good bread and par- 
ticularly by knowing how to sell it. He 
owns a number of bakeries and is pop- 
ularly believed to have made several mil- 
lions out of them. , 

He owned a half-interest in The Inter 
Ocean up to six months ago, when he sold 
out to his partner, William Penn Nixon, 
for $450,000. Since then he has been itching 
to get back into journalism. At one time 
he had completed a deal for The Tribune, 
but Mr. Medill backed out, as he couldn’t 
bear to part with his paper, with which 
he has been identified all his life. Kohisaat 
is said to have considered buying The New 
York Times, but didn’t want to get away 
from Chicago. The death of Colonel Scott 
put the Times-Herald on the market, and he 
was quick to jump at the chance.

Katherine Nolan Will Be Placed on 
Trial This Morning. 

Baliston Spa, N. Y., April 21.—An extra 
panel of jurorg has been drawn for the 
trial of Katharine V. Nolan, which is to 
begin tomorrow, for the murder of her 
brother, John Nolan. The Nolan family, 
consisting of the sisters, Katherine, Mary 
and Elizabeth, and their brother John, 
lived in Waterford, Saratoga county, New 
York, until June, 1894. John and two of 
the girls worked in a mill. There were 
two insurance policies on John’s life. 

On June 8th Katharine and Elizabeth 
prepared the dinner at home. When the 
others arrived Katharine, on some excuse, 
went into the garden while they ate. They 
all drank tea, John alone using sugar. Af- 
ter he had gone to work Katharine came 
in, ate her dinner and cleared the table. 
That afternoon John was taken ill at the 
mill. The next morning he was unable to 
work. He had vomiting, purging and 
burning sensations, with thirst. The doc- 
tor in attendance suspected that something 
was wrong. After Sunday John improved 
in health until June 13th, when he sat up 
and Katharine gave, him beef tea. Direct- 
ly afterwards he w taken worse. and in 
a short time was dead. 

The stomach ang intestines were exam. 
ined and arsenic was found. Both Katha- 
rine and Elizabeth are under indictment 
for the alleged murder, but have asked for 
separate trials. The trial of Katharine 
was postponed at the last term of court, 
as her sister Mary, who is an important 
witness for the state, was unable to be 
present.

Berlin, April 21 —Trustavorthy dispatches 
from St. Petersburg say that the Standard 
Oil Company and the Russian oil pomot- 
ers have perfected their agreement, which 
awaits now the finance minister’s sanction 
before becoming operative. The public 
res largely the excitement of speculators 
in oil. Every scrap of news regarding the 
Russo-American negotiat.ons has been 
snapped up eagerly and spread conspicu- 
ously on the front pages of newspapers 
throughout the empire, The rise in the 
price of oils is likely to cause the more en- 
ergetic exploitation of the works in Al- 
sace and Lorraine, which already provide 
5 percentage of the entire amount con- 
sumed in Germany. Production in West- 
phalia also has been stimulated greatly. 
The Reutlingen works, at Wurtemberz, 
are about to reopen and fresh fields are 
sought and tested in every district where 
there is the slightest chance of paying re- 
sults. Letters from Vienna say that tne 
Austrian market has not been affected 
much by the flurry in America, Austria re- 
fines all the oil that she requires and the 
bulk of her unrefined oil comes from Ga- 
licia, although she gets some of the pro- 
duct from Russia. Owing to the rise in 
American oil, the Galician refiners are 
now able to export their product to Ger- 
many, although Galicia petroleum gen- 
erally sells about 5 cents under the Amert-

Reports have multiplied In the Russian 
petroleum market since the flurry that the 
Russians were likely to lose much of 
their Asiatic custom since several native 
refineries have been open at Enzeli and 
other points along the Persian shore of 
the Caspian sea.

Our Cruisers To Be at Kiel. 
he German government has been in. 
formed that the United States will send 
the cruisers New York, Columbia, San

in the naval demonstration at the open- 
ing of the North sea and Baltic canal. The 
celebration at Kiel now bids fair to ex- 
ceed in size and splendor all previous ex- 
pectations, for with every passing day the 
programme grows longer and more elibo- 
rate. It has been settled that the em- 
press and her eldest four sons will accom- 
pany the emperor to Kiel, but it is not 
known yet just how many other royal per- 
Sons will be present. 

The question of precedence has made 
Some trouble among the sovereign princes 
of the empire, but has been settled sitis- 
factorily. Prince Regent Luitpold, of Ba- 
Varia, refused to go to Kiel unless assured 
that he should be ranked next to the em- 
beror. But as an actual sovereign, the king 
of Saxony, as well as the king of Wurtem- 
berg, claimed for htmself a more conspic- 
uous -pjace than the regent. The regent 
held, however, that as he would represent 
the crazy king, Otto, and Bavaria was the 
largest power in Germany®* after Prussia, 
he could not yield precedence to anybody 
except the Prussian king. He reminded 
the emperor finally of the etiquette observ- 
ed at Emperor Frederick’s and the old «m- 
peror's funerals, where Bavaria’s tirst 
blace among the small states was unuis- 
puted. The emperor then wrote to the 
kings of Wurtemberg and Saxony, asking 
that they give the regent’s demands their 
friendly consideration. Both acceded 
éracefully and sent to Munich cordial let- 
ters granting the justice of the regent’s 
Claims, 

Emperor William is intent upon making 
the Kiel fetes a display of world-wide in- 
terest. He, therefore, has directed that 
every possible facility be given to the 
press. It will be out of the question for 
all the companies of the merchant marine 
‘to take part in the parade through the 
Canal, although the fine steamers of the 
North German Lloyd, the Hamburg-Ameri- 
fan and other big shippers will be permit- 
ted to fall in behind the German warships.

HIGH ART IN GOTHAM. 


Miss Stanton Poses as a Bronse Stat- 
we and It Goes. 

New York April 19.—(Special.)—The trial 
of Bessie Stanton, Perham Nahl and Otto 
Kohler, who pose as bronze statues, and 
Rudolph Aronson, the manager of the Ca- 
sino where the trio nightly appear in paint, 
was called after several adjournments to- 
day in the court of special sessions, and 
the suit was dismissed. * Police Justices 
Hogan, Meade and Feitner were on the 
bench. 

Miss Stanton came into court at 11:15 
o’clock. She did not seem to be bothered 
by the large crowd that followed ier into 
the room. Another crowd followed the 
male models, but Rudolph Aronson came in 
unattended. The fair defendant wore a 
perfect fitting gown of black crepon, and 
over it was a rich mantle of dark green 
velvet, edged with fur. Her luxuriant durk 
hair was crested by a dark hat, smothered 
with dark ostrich plumes, Altogether she 
locked as well groomed and as pretty and 
demure a maiden as one would care to see, 

Detective Sergeant George F. Titus took 
the stand as the first witness for the peo- 
ple. He said he visited the Casino at 10 
o'clock, on March 2lst, accompanied by 
Detective Sergeant Rogers. A series of 
Statues were shown, sometimes in groups. 
Miss Stanton appeared four times by her- 
self. Among these were “Phryne,” the 
“Fisher Girl” and the ‘‘Vestal Virgin.” ln 
the “Vestal Virgin’’ she wore only a pair 
of short trunks extending from the hips 
about four inches on the leg. Other than 
that she was nude except for the bronze 
paint. He also described her posing as 
“Phryne.”” When she posed with the two 
men, he said, nothing but her face and 
breast were seen. 

Colonel James cross-examined. Titus said 
he was as hear the stage as he could pos- 
sibly get, and used a strong opera glass he 
had taken with him. He believes the au- 
dience was composed of ladies and gentle- 
men, and admitted there was applause. 
He also admitted that he had heard no 
remarks that indicated that the statues 
had given offense. *He admitted that he 
Saw no “bare flesh,’ but it was only covered 
with bronze. ‘You could see the flesh, but 
you could not see the skin,” said he. 

“What,” asked Colonel James, ‘don’t 
you know the flesh is under the skin?” The 
Spectators, including the fair Bessie, gave 
vent to peals of laughter, which the court 
quickly suppressed. 

The cross-examination after this bordered 
on the farcical, and laughter was frequent. 
FEiven Colonel James wore a broad grin. 
He brought out the statement that in all 
poses except two of Bessie Stanton’s the 
Statues were draped. In ‘“‘Phryne’’ particu. 
larly she had no drapery, and he believed 
she was not draped in the “Vestal Virgin”’ 

Detective Sergeant Silas W. Rogers cor- 
roborated Titus, 

Colonel James then made a long speech, 
in which he moved for the discharge of the 
defendants. To a pure mind these statues 
were not an offense, but were in the nature 
of an educator, and the court should en- 
courage them instead of punishing them.

Parkhurst Is Gloomy. 

Superintendent Byrnes Is elated and Rev. 
Dr. Parkhurst correspondingly dejected 
over the action of the senate on the police 
bills. The superintendent is especially in- 
terested in the passage of the supplemen- 
tary police bill introduced by Senator 
Lexow. In his judgment, if such a bill be- 
comes a law the force will be absolutely 
eliminated from politics and in a very short 
time will be elevated to a very high stand. 
ard—higher than it has ever reached be. 
fore. The superintendent’s opinions in re- 
gard to the police matters are not, how- 
ever, aS valuable as they once were, al- 
though he still stands in favor with many 
of the powers that be. Dr. Parkhurst is 
very gloomy, indeed, over the situation. 
He said today: “At no time in the last 
two years has the outlook been so dark. 
I would rather have nothing, no new po- 
lice laws, than this that they are giving 
us. When the bill comes down to the mayor 
for his approval I shall urge him to refuse 
it his sanction. As to what the mayor 
will do there is much doubt and perplexity. 
I hope he will do right. Certainly he will 
not be doing so if he approves this bi-par- 
tisan bill, and so abandon platforms and 
pledges on which he? was elected. We 
worked hard for him with the hope of a 
non-partisan administration. He never 
would have been elected but for the pledge 
of that. I cannot see how he can break 
that pledge. If the bi-partisan bill is passed 
and comes down here we will have to fight 
it here, that is all. And if the politicians 
win the day we know that our turn will 
come next and soon. Every defeat we 
have suffered so far has been a stepping 
stone to victory. We are not going to be 
beaten very long. If they beat us for the 
moment in the city we shall have to meet 
them in the state. We shall go out and 
plant our fight in every city from New 
York to Buffalo, and on that tack we shall 
outflank the politicians.”

‘AT THE CAPITOL IN MONTGOMERY, ALA 


Addresses of Welcome and Responses. 
Reception of Local Lodges—Election 
and Installation o! Officers. 


Montgomery, Ala., April 21.—(Special.)— 
The annual convention of the seventh di- 
vision of the B’nai Brith, the great Jew- 
ish benevolent and fraternal order, meets 
here today for a four days’ session.

The New Yorker de- 
sires the lumber for speculation. All the 
mills on the Georgia Southern are reported 
to be running on full time, with plenty to 
do, Mill owners are greatly encouraged by 
the outicok. 

A gentleman in Macon today from Hous- 
ton county says that the Central railroad 
will move §00 carleads of peaches trom 
fort Valley alone this season, to say noth- 
ing of the big haul from other. points along 


the line, 
Say the fruit yield will be enormous, and 
the question is, will the limbs be able to 
bear up the great weight of peaches, or 
will they break under the load? ‘The quali- 
ty of the fruif promises to be excellent, and 
gocd prices are expected.

But Afterward Tried To Pat Up a Job 
on His Employer. 


A STRANGER WHO WAS NOT AN ANGEL 


Tried To Extort Money, and in Getting 
Him to Jail the Officers Found They 
Had a Bad One T'o Handle. 


Tweed, Ga., April 21.—(Special.)\—A case 
with sensational features, the particulars 
of which have been kept concealed, nas 
leaked out. A few days ago a young man 
—no coubt a member of the ancient order of 
hobos—shabbily attired, hair disheveled, 
and of a very uncleanly appearance, came 
into the vicinity of Pearly, a settlement 
across the Oconee river, directly opposite 
this place. His pleasant conversation, and 
Suave demeanor, were sources of com- 
ment among the people. He applied for em- 
ployment, saying he would do any kind of 
manual labor. Mr. Gus Spivey, a promi- 
nent citizen, hired the stranger to split 
several hundred rails. He finished the job 
in a week, his employer being well satis- 
fied. One morning after a settlement had 
been effected for the rails, the young man, 
who said his name was Hall, came to Mr. 
Spivey’s house, and, assuming a nonchalant 
air, told the latter to consider himself un- 
der arrest. 

“What is that for,’’ said Mr. Spivey, 
greatly gurprised. ‘I have good proof that 
you have been selling whisky without a 
government license, and 1 will have to car- 
ry you to Macon,” answered Hall. Mr. Spi- 
vey was somewhat perplexed at the situa- 
tion, knowing that he was innocent of op- 
erating a “blind tiger.’’ 

“I hate to do my duty,” said Hall, “but 
rather than be bothered carrying you to 
Macon, I will make it ail right between us 
for $40.”’ 

Mr. Spivey at once suspected something 
amiss, and telling Hall to’ wait until evén- 
ing so he could get up the money, he made 
haste to Dublin and consulted Attorney 
Griner. After listening to the details, the 
lawyer advised Mr. Spivey to have a war- 
rant issued for Hall’s arrest, that he was 
impersonating a-United States marshal. 
Bailiff Clark was given the warrant, and 
he arrested Hall, who offered no protest. 
On being searched a pistol was found in 
his possession, which the officer seized. On 
the way to Dublin jail, where Hall had been 
committed by the trial justice, the officer 
Stopped with his prisoner to take dinner 
at the house of Mr. Colwell. While all 
were sitting at dinner, Hall arose from the 
table and asked the host for a sheet of 
Writing paper to write to his parents a let- 
ter. After the paper was obtained the bail- 
iff permitted Hall to go in the house to 
do his writing. Instead of writing the let- 
ter, Hall took a double-barreled, breech- 
loading shotgun from the rack, and plac- 
ing two buckshot shells in it, returned to 
the dining room and pointing the gun at 
the officer told him to throw up his hands 
and deliver up the pistols in his possession.

University Students Looking Forward 
to Good Field Sport. 

Athens, Ga., April 21.—(Special.)—The 
students of the-‘University of Georgia are 
enthusiastic over the coming field day 
sports, which will come off next Thursday 
afternoon at 3 o'clock on the university 
campus. 

The history of 
terest in track 
sports at the university dates back to 
1887, when Judge Nash R. Broyles, of At- 
lanta, started the movement by a series of 
we.ledirected articles in The University 
teporter. The idea took among the boys 
and Mr. Emmet J. Bondurant, of Athens, 
as president of the Athletic Association, 
called a meeting of that organization to 
‘discuss the question. 

The meeting was held on Friday after- 
noon and a committee was appointed to 
get up field day exercises for the next 
day. This committee consisted of Messrs. 
—s 2. Teawitt, J. Cc. Mei ané TT. w. 
teed. The work was a laborious one, but 
within eighteen hours the exercises had 
been advertised, the plans’ arranged 
and the first field day of the 
University of Georgia was in full blast. 
Some good records were made, too, al- 
though no preparation had been made for 
the contests. Fidly 500 people attended 
these exercises at the old fair grounds. 

Then the student body prepared a memo- 
rial to the board of trustees asking that a 
day be set aside each year as a holiday for 
fie}i day purposes.

Many 
of these also had attached to the page flow- 
ers, grasses or small! pieces ef wood taken 
from some historic spot or the grave of 
some dead hero, who had laid down his life 
for “the lost cause,’’ One of the jooks was 
filled with scraps of cloth, both for men 
apd ladies’ wear, which had been spun and 
woven at home. many of them having the 
names of the fair weavers attached, It was 
a treat to look at them, and while we look- 
ed. we were filled anew with admiration. 
yet tinged with sadness, as we thought of 
the gallant “boys in gray,” who sacrificed 
life and fortune for a principle, and their 
noble wives and daughters who so bravely 
and heroically did their part at home, 
Ainongst other things was a sampler, such 
as was csed by our gyandmothers for learn- 
ing the stitches of fancy work. This one 
bore the date of the year 1824, We were 
also reminded, as we looked at the samples 
of cloth of Betsy Hamilton's “thread and 
thread about in the warp and two and two 
in the filling.”’

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Madame Rejane, French from Shoes to 
Crown, Was Here Yesterday. 


SHE IS VIVACIOUS AND GRACEFUL 


Monsicsur Duquesne, the Famous Stage 
Napoleon, Was Here—The Vompany 
Will Play in New Orleans. 


Madame Rejane, vivacious and full of the 
energy that characterizes the French, as 
soon as the train stopped yesterday after- 
noon dashed out of her private car, grace- 
fully caught up her trailing gown in either 
hand, and in a series of quick little jumps 
landed upon Aflanta soil. 

With a sweeping movemént she turned 
completely around and threw her head back 
with a ringing little laugh just as she was 
joined by Macamoiselles Martial and Dulue, 
Monsieur Duquesne, whose Napoleon has 
made him famous, Monsieur Cande and 
Messieurs Duvelleroy, Maury and Gildes. 

They wanted to get a glimpse of Atlanta. 

A typical southern negro stood in gaping 
wonderment, listening to the chattering of 
the strangers in a strange country. Some 
one pointed him out to Madame Rejane, 

For an instant she was all attention, and 
then turned upon her companions with the 
remarks, spoken as if she had made a dis- 
covery that all the others had overlooked, 
and not a single trace of her fascinating 
smile to indicate the jocularity of the utter- 
ance: 

“Il est noir!’ (He is black,) 

Possibly it is always best to laugh when 
the leading lady plays the role of humorist. 
At any rate the others burst into hand-clap- 
pings of merriment and laughed heartily. 
Madame Rejane was a study as she stood 
talking first to one and then to all, Her 
features were never at rest. She talked in- 
cersanily, interrupting others with a bright 
remark and driving away every attempt at 
seriousness by soine charming witticism or 
droll observation. I could not resist imag- 
ining that I saw her as Madame Sans-Gene. 
She knew that she was the observed of 
observers, for there were not less than sev- 
enty-five young men at the station when 
the southbound passenger train stopped, 

First it was a quick movement of the 
head. Every movement of the body held a 
meaning, Pretended indignation was dis- 
played with a simple change of counte- 
nance, assisted by a movement of the 
skirts, And how she managed her gown! it 
displayed a tantalizing bit of lace and a 
supple ankle. . Then the white skirt fell into 
place and the frock was thrown in a semi- 
circle across the front, and drawn qufckly 
back to display a tiny pair of feet incased 
in the daintiest of French footwear. What 
daring insouciance there was in her move- 
ments as she looked over her shoulder in 
mischievous fashion. An instant’s repose 
of the features made her a woman of twen- 
ty-five to thirty-five. A playful pout made 
her sixteen. In a few moments of serious- 
ness that she displayed, she was a woman 
with splendid, soulful eyes, not dreamy 
enough to make their bright movements ap- 
pear a matter of e.ort, yet languid enough 
to indicate the possibility of tragedy. Ma- 
dame is by no means beautiful. It is upon 
her vivacity and insouciance that her 
charms depend, 

Madame Rejane was evidently just finish- 
ing some anecdote as I walked toward the 
group. I could hear her last words very 
plainly. She threw -life and energy into 
every sentence and must have been very 
natural, though it appeared perhaps a little 
Stagy to one unacquainted with rer. 

“Que dites-vous de ce que je viens de 
vous raconier?’ she was asking in a semi- 
serious fashion. “N’est-ce pas edifiant? 
‘Risum teneatis?’’’ she quoted aptly from 
Horace and translated in almost the same 
breath, “Vous retiendriez-vous de rire?’ 

At which all of the party laughed and 
Madame Rejane pouted in fine schooigirl 
fashion. Translated her remarks were: 

“What do you say to what I have told 
you? Wasn't it interesting? You are 
laughing at me.” 

Standing just apart from the group was 
a distinguished looking gentleman. ' By 
the slight resemblance to the various en- 
gravings of Napoleon I saw that it must 
be the great Duquesne. There was nothe 
ing in his pose, for he stood in a very 
un-Napoleonic attitude. Both hands were 
thrust well into his trousers pockets and 
two sturdy feet were planted well apart. 
It was an aititude of ease. 

“Monsieur Duquesne, n’est-ce 
agked him. fin an itnstant he was al] 
Biovement. His hand went to his cap 
and with a graceiul bow he acknowledged 
his identity. 

“You speak English?’ I asked. 

“No,” he answered in French, 
sorry to say that I do not. In fact, very 
few in the company do. There are forty- 
six of us and we keep the French language 
busy. There is no need of English speak- 
ing, though,” he added, “for you Ameri. 
cans uaderstand nearly all languages. 
Newspaper men know something of every- 
thing. 1 wonder if the war correspondents 
understand Japanese and Chinese by now? 
I am eure that they do.’’ 

Monsieur Duquesne was rather reticent 
in speaking of his own work. He said that 
he worked hard and that hard work wag 
frequently rewarded by proper apprecia- 
tion. He was giad that the company was 
going to New Orleans, as he knew that 
the southern people would be enthusiastic 
over Madame Rejane’s Madame Sans- 
Gene. 

He said that he had learned of Atlanta’s 
exposition in the French papers and that 
he was surprised that Atlanta had no 
more than 100,000 people, as he understood 
that the exposition was to be larger than 
the Paris exposition. He was charmed 
with the scenery through the south and 
the fine weather. He would introduce the 
correspondent of such a great paper as 
The Constitution to Madame Rejane. 

With Bows and Hat Liftings. 

Then | was presented to Madame Rejane. 
There was first a little look of worry upon 
her face. She could not, seemingly, under. 
stand why her conversation should be tin- 
tecrupted. The others in the party fell 
back gracefully. Monsieur Duquesne lifted 
his hat as he intrgduced Madame Rejane. 
Every man in the party stood with lifted 
haiz. Madame Rejane bowed superbly, al- 
most condescendingly, and the ladies with 
her assisted in acknowledging the intro- 
duction. 

“Je puls parler en Francais,” said 
Madame Rejane, anticipating the quetsion. 

“The south is more like France,” she 
gaid. “I am told it is noted for beautiful 
women—your south,” and she waved to- 
ward the handsome women by her aa i¢ to 
invite comparison. 

She. said that she had not been very well 
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as Madame San-Gene she would only say 
“I like it.” 

With her are three maids, who are at her 
constant beck and call. I am sure that 
she keeps them busy and I am very sorry 
for them when she gets angry, as do all 
French women. Madame Rejane must 
have a storehouse of reserve energy. For 
nearly an hour yesterday she was on the 
qui vive and did not rest a single instant. 
It may have been that her long and tedi- 
ous traveling had made her anxious to 
take a romp. She did this in a dignified 
way, if dignity can exist along with the 
vivacity of Madame Rejane. 

White Madame Rejane was the center of 
a select few of her own party, the hearts 
of a number of johnnies were made happy 
by the furious flirtations of a number of 
the lesser lights of the company. Many 
of those with minor parts were decidedly 
good looking. 

Madame Rejane, Messieurs Martial, Du- 
luc, Duquesne, Cande, Rambert, Kemm, 
Numes, Duvelleroy, Gildes and Maury are 
the principal members of the company. 

They Will Visit Several Cities. 

The company gives four plays. The fore- 
most is ‘‘“Madame Sans-Gene,” the others 
are Ibsen’s ‘‘Dollhouse,’”’ ‘‘Les Divorcons”’ 
of Sardou, and ‘“‘Ma Cousine.”’

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Professor West Reads a Paper to the 
Saturday Night Club. 

The meeting of the Saturday Night Club 
Wes unucually intercsting Saturday night, 
two Well prepared papers on timely subjecis 
being read before the club, In addition to 
the regular dechate. 

Professor E. E. 
teresting paper on 
United States navy, 
tertaining and instructive, 

The question for debate was ‘Resolved, 
That nations should settle their differences 
by erbitration.” The affirmative side was ar- 
gued by Oscar C, Turner and J. R. Nutting; 
the negative by W. L. Chapman and G. F, 
Mitchell. The voluntary debate was par- 
ticipated in by A. M. Cunningham and E, 
C. Merriam. Colonel W. C. Glenn will ad. 
dress the club next meeting on “The Beau- 
ties of the French Literature.”’ Professor 
West’s paper was the feature of the even- 
ing. He said: 

“Not counting wooden hulks totally un- 
available for modern warfare, the United 
States navy consists of 67 vessels—6 battie- 
ships, 17 coast defense vessels, 41 cruisers 
and 3 torpedo boats. Eleven nations possess 
more vessels than this, but conidering age 
an. equipment, our navy stands probably 
fifth in strength. The order would be as 
follows, tke numerals being-the number of 
vessels: Great Britain, 486; France, 461; 
Italy, 219; Germany, 212; United States, 67. 
A vessel is rated with reference to age, 
touuage and armament. All our present 
vessels, with a few exceptions, have been 
built since the democratic administration, 
with Whitney at the helm, put twenty-five 
vessels in course of construction, or com- 
pleted since 1883, They are, therefore, all 
of magnificent construction and armament, 
and have no superiors and few eyuals of 
their class in the world, Our vessels are 
particularly noted for speed, 12 cruisers be- 
ing able to make over 20 knots an hour. 
They are armed with the latest ordnance, 
breech-loading rifles, with a muzzle velocity 
of over 2,000 feet per second, These guns 
can shoot ten miles and pierce fifteen inches 
of wrought iron at the muzzle. Much to 
our credit, be it said, all our vessels have 
been built at home, chiefly in the navy 
yards at Brooklyn, Philadelphia, Norfolk 
and San Francisco. The ordnance is con- 
structed at South Bethlehem, Penn., and 
at the navy yard at Washington, The bat- 
tleships are named for states: Maine, Tex- 
as, Oregon, Massachusetts, Indiana and 
Iowa. The cruisers are named for cities: 
Atlanta, Boston, Chicago, Charleston, etc, 
The monitors have such names as Amphi- 
trite, Miantonomoh, Terror and Puritan. 

“The persornel of the navy consists of 
722 officers, of whom 3825 are lieutenants. All 
officers are obtained solely by graduation 
from the naval academy at Annapolis, even 
the engineers. No appointments are made 
frcm civil life except as paymasters, doc- 
tors, etc, The sallors now are chiefly re- 
cruited, from boys who are enlisted between

THE ENSIGN EXPLAINS. 


He Writes a Card Making a Statement 
Concerning the Recent Trial. 

Ensign Miles says that a very mistaken 
impression has. gone out to the public 
concerning the recent police court trial in 
which he was a defendant. He has writ- 
ten the following card giving his version 
of the trouble: 

“Editor Constitution—I notice in your 
issue this morning that you have a very 
prominent article stating that ‘there is 
trouble among the brethren of the Salvi- 
tion army.’ Here I wish to say that The 
Constitution’s informant is very much 
astray, for no such thing ever happened 
at any time as is alleged to have taken 
place in December last and we have no 
trouble in our ranks. 

“If I had either kicked or pushed Bur- 
ton’s nose into the sawdust—by the way, 
Wwe have never had any sawdust on our 
floor—and in the presence of a congrega- 
tion of people, it is not at all iikely to 
have been kept concealed from the public 
so long. 

“The fact of the matter is that six 
months ago Burton was discharged from 
the army for conduct that we do aot 
tolerate. After he was «apprised of this 
fact, he wrote the following resignation: 

**Atianta, Ga., December 14, 18%4.— 
Brigadier Cozens. Dear Sir—Will you be 
sO kind as to take my name off the roll 
as a Salvation soldier? 

“**Il have been a soldier here in Atlanta 
for sixteen months, but for certain reasons 
I have decided to draw out. You will here 
inclosed find my pass, which was given 
to me by Captain Glosse. 1 have been a 
true and faithful soldier ail this time, and 
Il am. still saved and intend to remain so 
as long as 1 live. May God bless the army 
all over the world, also bless you and your 
work.

“This resignation was, of course, accept- 
ed, and yet, occasionally, this fellow will 
represent himself to newspaper men and 
the public as a salvationist with some libel-~ 
ous statement about the army. So ignorant 
is he that, in spite of his discharge, he 
came to our meetings and, Judas like, 
would insist on taking some part, until the 
night in question, wnen he begun to pray 
for another man, I reached over a seat 
and touched him on the shoulder and ask- 
ed. him to pray for himself. This I did to 
tliow him and the public that we do not 
tolerate ary hypocrisy or sham. I have 
had nothing to do with him since, until 
the night of the 18th instant, when he 
rushed at me at our hall deor as I was 
going to my home after the meeting and 
caught me by the coat and uttered some 
very boisterous and threatening language, 
which not only drew the attention of the 
crowd but ‘the police, who were close by. 
As | have had nothing to do with him for 
SO long [ was just as anxicus to maintain 
my distance on this occasion, as every one 
present knows; yet, to my eurprise, I was 
commanded to appear at the municipal 
court of Atlanta to answer the charge of 
‘disorderly conduct’—the first time in my 
life that I have been summoned to a court. 
As | was the first one called on to speak, 
i had nothing to say, except to deny the 
charge served on me, until I heard the 
Statements made against me, which were 
such as not to require anything more be- 
ing said, as the judge immediately dis- 
missed the case. The witnesses were all 
except one people who are not in any way 
associated with the army, and not one was 
sclicited by myself or people. 

“The Salvation army is a peaceful and 
peace-making organization, aad is doing a 
work not only elsewhere but in Atlanta 
that would be a credit to any of our 
churches, 1nd which hitherto has been un- 
touched by them. This, 1 think, nearly 
every minister in the city will admit. 

“What I want the public to know is that 
the difficulty referred to did not arise 
within our ranks, but came from without. 
However, I am sorry that it is our lot 
to be misrepresented occasionally, as it is 
a great hindrance to the work of God. I

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2.600 KNIGHTS COMING 


Grand Gathering of Knights of Pythias 
in Atlania, May 21st. 


LOCAL KNIGHTS 


Vo Be Welcomed by Mayor King—Open- 
ing Exercises in the Grand—Supreme 
Officers Will Attend the Conclave. 


Over 2,000 Georgia Knights of Pythias will 
attend the state encampment of that or- 
der, to be held in Atlanta commencing 
Tuesday, May 2ist. 

The big crowd of knights will come from 
every village, town and city, and county 
of the state and the great conclave will 
bring to Atlanta a large representation of 
the most prominent and iniluentigl citizens 
of the state. 

The encampment is the annual gathering 
of the grand lodge of Georgia of the 
Knights of Pythias, and the most active 
and enthusiastic meinbers of the great re- 
cret organization in Georgia will be here. 

In addition to the encampment brirg- 
ing all of the Georgia officers of the Knights 
of Pythias to Atlanta, several of the nation- 
al and supreme grand officers will be in at- 
tendance, and the gathering will be an 
event of great interest and importance to 
the Knights, not: only in Georgia,. but 
‘throughout the country. 

There are about 10,000 Knights of Pythias 
in Georgia, the organization being one of 
the largest and most successful secret so- 
cieties in the state, and every one of that 
numoer is looking forward to the coming 
encampment with great interest, many 
questions of vital importance to the organi- 
zation being booked for action at the grand 
lodge meeting. 

The Atlanta knights have been figuring 
on the probable number that will attend 
the encampment, and by correspondence and 
experience of the past they have set the 
number at about 2,500 and are making pre- 
parations for the entertainment of that 
number of their brothers. 

All of the local lodges of the knights 
have combined forces and appointed a gen- 
eral committee on entertainment of the vis- 
iting members. 

There are six lodges in Atlanta, and every 
one of them is in splendid condition and 
constantly on the increase. 

The six lodges are: Atlanta lodge No. 
20, Capital City lodge No. 33, Empire lodge 
No. 47, Adolph Brandt lodge No. 53, Delphi 
lodge No. 68 and West End lodge No. 74. 

The general committee on entertainment 
is headed by Mr. W. E. Algee, of Atlanta 
lodge No. 20, and W. A. Long, of the same 
lodge, and they are two of the hardest 
workers and most enthusiastic knights in 
the state. 

The full committee is made up as follows: 

Messrs. W. E. Algee, W. A. Long and 
J. T. Wylie, of Atlanta-lodge No. 20; H. 
Cronheim, W. H. Harrison and Burton 
Smith, of Capital City lodge No. 33; J. H. 
Williams and N. C. Tompkins, of Empire 
lodge No, 47; Alex Dittler and M. P. Camp, 
of the Adolph Brandt lodge No. 33; George 
Ehlers, of the Delphi lodge No. 68, and W. 
A. Osborn, Robert G. Detreville, Forrest 
Adair and J. D. Frazier, of West End lodge 
No. 74. 

The supreme officers who are expected 
to be in attendance at the encampment are 
Walter B. Ritchie, of Lima, O., the supreme 
chancellor of the Knights of Pythias of the 
world; R. L. C. White, of Nashville, Tenn., 
the supreme keeper of records and seals; 
Major General Carnahan, of Indianapolis, 
Ind., the supreme head of the uniform 
rank of the Knights, and several others of 
renown. 

The grand lodge of Georgia is command- 
ed by Hamilton Douglass, of Atlanta, the 
grand chancellor of the state, who will pre=- 
side over the deliberations of the conclave 
and who will respond, in behalf of the 
Knights, to the addresses of welcome at 
the opening of the encampment. 

The full programme of the meeting has 
not yet been arranged, but the more im- 
portant features have been decided upon. 

The encampment will be held in the 
Knights of Pythias hall in the Kiser build- 
ing, and, as stated, will begin Tuesday 
morning, May 21st. The knights will begin 
to arrive in Atlanta by the 20th and will 
take up headquarters at the Kimball and 
Markham. 

The first feature of the programme will 
be a grand Knights of Pythias and mili- 
tary parade, which will be formed in front 
of the union depot on the morning of the 
assembling of the conclave, and march to 
the Grand, where the opening exercises 
will be held. 

The Fifth regiment has been invited to 
take part in the parade, and that magnifi- 
cent military organization, together with 
the several hundred Knights who will be 
in the parade, will make it one of brillian- 
cy and splendor.
